One half 
acre upon which is being erected a frame ohurch building for 
the benefit of the M. E. Church, South worshipping at Dunmore, 
in the bounds of the Cre nbsnk Circuit, Lewisburg District, 
Baltimore Conf. as a place of worship and none other." 


The Moore family also gave most of the timber for the 
Lumber to build the church. Erne st^iioore burned the lime to 
lo the plastering, and like most undertakings It was left to 
i fe- to carry on. However, there were quite a few persons who 
contributed free labor, and In 1891 with John A. Moel as head 
carpenter the church was completed at a cost of cflOO. it
